Etters from Revel of the 20th of laft 
Month advife, that the Mufcovites 
have not only ae bleck’d up 
Nerva but Dorpat likewife ; and 
hope to reduce both by Famine: 
That they have laid wafte a great Tra& of 
Country in Livonia, to the end the Swedes 
who may march to relieve thofe Places 4 
may find no Subfiftance. And that Vice 
Admiral Pru, who lately went with fome 
Ships to put Relief into Nerva by Sea, is re- 
turn’d to Revel; the two Forts which the 
Mufcovites have built at the Mouth of the 
Port of Nerva, having hindred him from fuc- 
Couring that Place. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated July 5. 
Verfailles, July 4. The 25th of laft Month, 
as foon as the Duke of Bretague was born, he 
was baptis’d by the Catdinal de Ceiflin great 
Almoner of France. The Ambaffadors and 
forreign Minifters came all hither ; fome of 
them that very Day, others the Day after, to 
congratulate the King,on the Birth of the 
Duke, without waiting till he had caus‘d it to 
be notified to them. The 30th Signior Fief- 
chi, the Pope’s Nuncio extraordinary, had a 
publick Audience of his Majefty, whom he 
complimented on the Birth of the Duke of 
Bretagne.After which he had Audience of the 
Dauphin, rhe Duke of Burgundy, the Duke of 
Bretagne, the Duke of Berry, and Madam. 
Pars, July 5. The 27th of iaft Month, Te 
Deum was fung to Mufick in the Cathedral 
Church ef this City, with the ufual Ceremo- 
nies. At Night there was Fireworks, Bon- 
fires, and Illuminations ; which Demonttra- 
tions of publick Rejoycings were continued 
3 Days fucceflively, during which time.all the 
Shops were kept ijhut. The 28th the Duke of 
Mantua went incegsito to Verfailles, the Baron 
de Breteuil condu@ed him by the private 
Stairs into the King’s Clofer, where he com- 
plimented his Mayeity on the Birth of the 
Duke of Bretagne. He made his Compli- 
ments likewife to the Duke of Burgundy, and 


the Duke of Berry, who were with the King. . 


He pafsd thence to the Apartment of the 
Burchefs of Burgundy, and afterwards went 
to fee the Duke of Bretagne. |

Paris, June 30. As foon as the Duke of 


Bretagne was baptis'd by the Cardinal de 


Coiflin, the King put the Collar of the Order 
of the Holy Ghoft about his Neck; After 
which the Marechale de la Motte his Go- 
vernefs carried him to her Apartment, in a 
Chair which was preceded by four Gentle- 
men of the Guards du Corps, and follow’d 
by as many. The 28th two Expreffes were 
difpatch’d to notifie the Birth of the Duke of 
Bretagne to the \King and Queen of Spain. 
The King has likewife written a Letter to 
notifie it to the Duke of Savoy ; which Let- 
ter is fent to the Duke of Vendome, who is 
to fend it by a Trumpeter to his Royal High- 
nefs.. The Pope’s Nuncio here has at the 
King’s requeft, written to the Nuncio at the 
Court of Vienna, to defire him to notifie the 
fame News to that Court. Monfieur Perfon 
ancient Profeffor of the Royal Academy of 
Painting and Sculpture, is chofen by’ the 
King to be Director of the Academy_ of 
Painting which is maintain’d at his Majefty’s 
Charge in Rome. 


Falmouth, July 8. Yefterday arriv'd here the 
Expedition Pacquet-Boat from Lisbon with 
one Mail in 14 days, who reports, that both 
our Fleets are joyn’d in Lagos Bay. This da 
faifd the Sidney Frigat a cruifing to the Weft- 
ward: Sail’d/alfo the Pacquet-Boat with two 
Mails for Lisbon. 

_ Plymouth, July 9. Yefterday arriv’d Her Ma- 
jefty's Ships the Deptford and Laftoff from 
Guiney, but laft from Fiall, with fome Mer- 
chant Ships from the latter under their convoy. 

Shields, July 9. Yefterday there came into 
this Port a Ship of 24 Guas from Barbadoes 
with Sugar, &c. fhe came out in compan 
with about. 20 Sail more bound for London 
and divers Ports in the Weft of England ; fhe 
alfo left about 20 Sail behind, which were to 
come away fromthe Ifland fome days after 
her,and defign’d to go North about.About 200 
Leagues to the Eaftward of the Banks of 
Newfoundland, they met with a French Ship 
of 8 Guns laden with Salt, which they took 
and fent to their Commiffion-Port Bofton. 
About 80 Leagues to the Weftward of the 
Orkneys fhe parted with the Lowder Galley 
which is expected here in a few days. This 
Ship was fix Weeks and one day in her paffage. 
The Linn Fleet with their Convoy fail’d this 
Week. 

‘Cowes, July 10. Yefterday came in here a 
Fluthing Privateer, who carry’d a Prize into 

Rye, 
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‘Rye , laden with Timber, belonging to 
France. 

Yarmouth, July 10. This day fail'd from 
hence between 3 and 400 Sail of Light Col- 
liers, under Convoy of her Majefty’s Ships the 
Chefter, Nightingal and Greyhound, and here 
remain in the Roads her Majefty’s Ship the 
Briflol and a Dutch Man of War waiting for 
our Corn Fleet, which we expec may fail for 
Rotterdam by Wednefday next, if Wind and 
Weathe: permit. 

Harwick, July 11. On Sunday fajl'd a Pac- 
quet-boat with a Mail for Holland, yetterday 
the Kingfail Man of War fail'd from hence 
with fome Lighe Ships under her Convoy to 
the Northward.
